Thurfday laf the Funeral Solemnities for the Death 
of her lare Majefty Queen Caroline, were ob/erved, 
according to the Order of the Governor and Council 
of the oth Infant. Between Ten and Eleven of the 
Clock in the Forenoon his Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor, with the Members of His Majefty’s Coun- 
cil, and the Gentlemen that had been of the Council, 
the Juftices of the Peace, the Officers of the Admi- 
ralty, the Officers of His Majefty’s Cuftoms, the 
Commiffion Officers of the Horfe Guards and Regi- 
ment of Foot in the Town, and other Officers cf the 
Government. all in Mourning Habit, being met in 
the Council-Chamber, walk’d in their proper Order 
to the Province Houfe, to wait upon His Excellency 
the Governor, whom they attended in the fame Or- 
der to the old Brick Church, where the Rev. Mr. 
Samuel Mather preach’d a Funeral Sermon proper 
for the Occafion, from 2 Sam. 1. 19. Flow are 
the Mighty fallen? The Pulpit being hung with 
black Cloth, adorned with proper Efcutchcons: Af- 
ter Divine Service His Excellency returned to the 
Province Houfe in his Coach, which was put into 
Mourning for this Solemnity. The Bells of all the 
Churches ,in Town were tolled from eight o’Clock in 
the Forenoon to eleven, and from one in the After- 
noon to fix in the Evening, and Half Minute Guns 
were fired at His Majefty’s Caftle William, the old 
Batteries in Town, and the Ships in the Harbour, 
during the whole Afternoon. Thefe outward Marks 
of Grief were accompanied with the general and 
fincere Sorrow of the People, for the Lofs of our 
Excellent and Incomparable Queen.

At my arrival here, I found it very Sickly, the 
People dying very faft, with the Yellow Fever, but 
thank God 1¢ is abated ; but to the great Surprize of 
every Body here, the Small Pox is in ali Parts of the 
Town of St, John’s; it was in feveral Hou‘es before 
it was known to be any thing bur the Chicken Pox, 
which the Dotors faid it was. It ftops almoft all 
Trading ; for the People in great Numbers meve out 
of Town, and the Planters will very few of them 
come to Town, or fuffer their Negroes to come with 
their Carts, fo that at prefent every thing looks dif- 
mal ; it is ‘aid that the Small Pox hath not been here 
for ‘T'wenty.two Years paft before now. There is 
near 200 Sailof Veilels row here. 


Extra& of a Letter from Barbados, Feb. 12, 1737-8. 


The 2d Inftant arrived here from Anamaboe on 
the Gold Coaft of Guiney, Capt. Richmond Shure of
